The excitement originated in a trivial 
school incident involving Superintend­ 
ent Armstrong and illustrating the ex­ 
citable nature of the Puerto ltieans. The 
superintendent reprimanded a girl of IO 
years of age for disobedience aud forei- 
bly, but harmlessly, marched her to the 
front from the rear of the school room. 
Her dress caught in a d -k and was torn 
and the gir’freiairted to her m other sic 
had In t ii kicked and abused. 
This ex­ 
cited the g irl’s m other and sensational 
stories were circulated w ith the result 
that w hen the school children were dis­ 
missed a num ber of boys gathered to­ 
gether and intruded the streets. 
They 
were joined by ninny loafers aud full 
grown men and it became necessary for 
the police to escort Superintendent Arm­ 
strong from . the schoolhouse to his 
home.
